History is indestructible. It is made and cherished. It is an important part of our lives, 
History had a beginning and so did the Class of 1955. We have been active in numerous clubs 
and organizations in our school, winning all of the honors offered to us but, at the same time, 
we have maintained the most important function of school, acquiring an education, Out of the 
portals of Ypsilanti High this year will step over 190 Seniors, the largest class to graduate 
from our high school, It would be impossible to trace each individual history, but we will try 
to cover the major points of history for the Class of 1955, 

The class got off to a fine start when, in 1951, our ninth year, we elected Dan Odegard, 
Bob Noll, Clara Shaw, and Audrey Randall as class officers and had as our adviser, Miss 
Neville. We broadened our interests by joining many clubs, This first year two new clubs, 
Girls' Swimming and Future Teachers, were organized and charter members found their way 
into our class, Twenty-one of our girls were chosen to become members of the Girls' Drum & 
Bugle Corps, the largest number ever to be admitted to that organization, Thirteen boys made 
outstanding performances in the Marching Band, Eight boys won varsity letters in sports com- 
petition, And so the class of 1955 was on its way. 

We started our Sophomore year in September, 1952, and elected as officers Bob Noll, 
John Martin, Clara Shaw, and Nancy Wilde. Miss Crothers was our adviser, We were given 
a reception so that we could officially be admitted into the Senior division, Marcia Damoose 
starred in forensic work by winning the Regional Forensic Contest in oratorical declamations, 
We were proud of the splendid records our boys were making in sports. This year nineteen 
boys received varsity letters. Nancy Wilde was elected to the high post of treasurer of the 
Student Council, Terry Montonye and Maxe Obermeyer were chosen to attend Wolverine Boys' 
State. Two of our class were initiated into the National Thespian Society. And so we turn an- 
other page in the history of our great class, 

When our Junior year arrived, we began to realize that our high school days were hurry- 
ing by and our sponsor, Mr, Halbert, did much to make the year enjoyable, Betty Kelly, Viola 
Pitts, Merrith Lamson, Thomasia Manikas, and Patricia Keegan participated in the mock UN 
Assembly at Hillsdale, Maxe Obermeyer was editor of the "Sem," Paul Kirk and Philip Reid 
attended Wolverine Boys'sState while Joyce Henry and Clara Shaw represented out school at 
Wolverine Girls' State. The work of the junior year was handled by Warren Huff, Dan Odegard, 
Lois Wendt, and Beverly Abbeg, our class officers, Marcia Damoose and Maxe Obermeyer 
had leading roles in the all-school play, "Stag Line." The boys of our class won 44 varsity let- 
ters this year, and the following were elected to captaincy of the different sports for the coming 
year--Larry Hinkley and Prince Freeman, football; Guy Wynn, cross country; Jesse Boyd and 
Levi Simpson, track; Dan Odegard, wrestling and golf; Dave Holley, swimming; Tom Kosky, 
basketball, We showed great literary talent when we swept the literary contests, Patricia 
Keegan placed second in the district original oratorical contest and was a state winner in the 
Knights of Phythias Oratorical contest. Marcia Damoose won the district and placed second 
in the regional Dramatic Reading contest, Fourteen of us became members of the National 
Honor Society in our Junior year, Quill & Scroll selected four members from our class, The 
National Thespian Society added many new members from our class, Nancy Wilde was again 
elected as treasurer of the Student Council and Beverly Abbeg was elected secretary, The 
greatest moment of the year was the honor assembly when we were presented the Board of 
Education Cup as the outstanding class of the year with a total of 56 points, 

On September 8, 1954, we--the great Class of 1955--began our Senior year! The pre- 
vious three years records we had made seemed like mere formalities to the episode which was 
to unfold during the 1954-55 school year. We had Mr. Paul Ritchie as our adviser and during 
our year of reign we learned what a remarkable person he was as he proved his capabilities in 
so many ways. We had many class meetings this year conducted by Bob Noll, and he was 
assisted by Jack Brown, Lois Wendt, and Merrith Lamson, the other officers. Gerald Lundy
